Friday, October 16, 1874. 

(Before W. Lawrence Simpson, Esq., Warden, j

Protection. — E. Elliott and three others, six 
mouths’ for licensed water race : granted. — 
, Tease Barker and another, 9D days' for claim at 
Hartley’s beach : granted. 

Extended Claims . — Ah Gin and two others. 
Doctor’s Flat : granted —David Stewart and an- 
other, two acres in Bailey's gully; granted.— 
Henrich Behrens, one acre in Smith’s gully : ad- 
journed, being obiected to by Ah Ping. 

Tail Races . — David Stewart and another, 
from claim in Bailey's gully : granted. — .Ah Gin 
and two others, from claim at Doctor’s flat ; 
granted. 

Water Race . — Ah Gin and two others, from 
Smith's gully : objected to by Cbarles Lawrence, 
and refused, as gully is a main tail-race. 



The ordinary meeting of the above body 
was held in the Council Chamber on Friday 
evening. There were present : The Mayor 
(Mr Jolly), and Crs Grant, Wright, Ehanly, 

andTayW.’’ _ 

The minutes of the last meeting were read 

and confirmed,,. r- ■■ ■■■ ■■ ■■ 

'The inward and outward correapondonce 
was read. ‘' The matters opened up by the 
inward were dealt With ■striatirh. • The out- 
ward oopsisted of a letter to the Goldfields . 
Secretary re commonage, and others of loss 
importance. , 

Mr Barr, the engineer with whom tho 
Council is in treaty regarding tlie proposed 
waterworks, had telegraphed his terms, and • 
these were submitted to tho consideration of 
the Council. It was agreed to leave the 
matter still in the hands of the Committee 
appointed at the previous meeting, namely, 
Crs Taylor, Wright, and the Mayor. ■ 

Tho Fire Brigade wrote asking for the use 
of a vacant piece of Corporation ground on 
which to store their property. That ground 
formerly known as the Ferry Reserve and 
situated near the office of this paper, was re- 
commended to the Brigade as a suiteb’e 
place. Tile Town Clerk was requested to 
write to the Government asking for a grant 
of the old lock-up building for Brigade pur- 
poses. 

A letter from the Commissioner of Police, 
in Dunedin, in reply to a statement by tho 
Council of their difficulty in relation to an 
Inspector of Nuisances for the Town, opened 
up the subject of the scavenger’s contract, &c. 
The reply stated that it was part of every 
constable’s duty to enforce the provisions of 
the “ Municipal Corporations Act, 1867,” 
and that they were instructed to that effect. 

The question was then discussed as to the 
best method of having the scavenger’s work 
done lii the town, and how it should be in- 
spected. It was eventually agreed, on the 
motion of Cr Grant, seconded by Cr Taylor, 

“ That J. Baker, with his horse and cart, be 
engaged for three months at £6 per week, as 
town labourer and nightman, it being under- 
stood that he is to be a servant of the Cor- 
poration exclusively.” 

Cr Shanly proposed, Cr Wright seconded, 
and it was carried, “'That Baker’s duties be 
overseen by the Inspector of Works, to 
whom be allowed 74 per cent, for doing so.” 
Accounts from Mr G, Fache (Dunstan 
Times) and J. Baker were handed in. The 
latter was passed for payment, and the 
former was left in the hands of the Mayor 
for settlement. 

The report of the Inspector of Works on 
Mr Wood’s contract for the formation of 
Sligo-street was, read and it was agreed to 
pay Mr Wood the balance of his contract 
price. 

The Town Clerk stated that there had been 
no applications for the office of assessors. It 
was decided to continue the advertisement. 

Cr Grant proposed, “That the medical 
gentlemen in this town be informed by letter 
that this Council means for the future to ex- 
ercise its power os a Local Board of Health, 
under the' provisions made in the Public 
Health Act of 1872, and that, in exercising 
those powers, the Council confidently relies 
upon receiving their hearty support and co- 
operation.” This motion, being seconded by 
Cr Wright, was carried. 

Cr Wright then brongit under the notice 
of the Council Mr John Marsh’s grievance 
in the matter of his rates. Cr Wright be- 
lieved that Mr Maish had really cause for 
complaint, and counselled the adoption of a 
plan suggested by Mr Marsh in order to 
arrive at a settlement, — namely, that he 
should meet a Committee of tho Council to 
confer on the subject. This suggestion was 
strongly opposed by the majority of the 
Council ; and it was agreed to treat Mr 
Marsh exactly as other defaulting rate- 
payers, — summon him if he did not pay. 

Talking of summoning gave rise to the 
question of appointing a Corporation solici- 
tor, and it was agreed to offer Mr Johnston 
a retaining fee. 

The question of taking further steps in 
regard to the issue of debentures in re the 
proposed waterworks was then raised, and it 
was decided to invite tenders for 7 per cent, 
debentures on the first issue of £2000. This 
was ordered to be advertised in the Dunedin 
and local papers. 

The Mayor asked if any reply had been 
sent by the Goldfields Secretary to the letter 
re commonage. The Town Clerk stated no 
reply had been sent. 

On the motion of Cr Wright, seconded by 
Pr Shanly, it was decided to ask the Super- 
intendent to declare the lock-up at Cromwell 
a public gaol. 

Cr Taylor gave notice of motion to the 
effect that a drain bo constructed across 
Melmore-terrace from the premises on the 
north side of "tlie street into the Kawarau 
River ; also, tliat the pipes be cleared out, 
and that the supply of water be delivered in 
tlid tank. 

Cr Grant proposed a motion as follows : 
“ That the Legislative Committee nominate 
ajl the Corporation'reserves the Council may 
be willing to lease for a period of ten years, 
fixing an upset price on each allotment ; and 
that the leases of the same be sold by public 
auction.” This was carried. 

This concluded the business^ and a vote of 
thanks to the Mayor terminated the meeting.

We think ' alt good citizens, and, indeed, 
the people throughout the whole district, 
■will be glad to hear that the Town Coun- 
cil has at last determined to exercise its 
powers as a Local Board of Health under 
the Act of 1872. It is more through care- 
lessness on the part of some, and ignorance 
on tlie part of others, that the laws of health 
ai-e at any time flagrantly , violated by citi- 
zens as a body, and every one who reflects 
for a moment will see. that it is a right 
and proper thing for sonie central and or- 
ganised body to be invested with the power 
to frame regulations which may, if necea 
sary, be enforced by the law. In this re- 
spect, indeed, the Local Board will be ex- 
ceedingly fortunate, as it possesses already, 
as a Council, an excellent set of bye-laws, 
the legality of which is hapjiily established 
beyond a doubt. The Act is too long and 
of too much importance for us to attempt 
to quote it at any length ; it should bo 
studied carefully in its entirety. " Regula- 
tions are provided, or rather, the power to 
make 'them, and all the necessary machi- 
nery for enforcing a due respect to them. 
Wo again commend the action of the Coun- 
cil to all interested in the matter. 

The Council did another good thing at 
its last meeting, for which we think they 
deserve the thanks of the community. 
They have at last settled the question of a 
water supply for Cromwell. It is true 
they did not even settle as to what engi- 
neer they should employ for the purpose, 
but relegated it to a Committee, which we 
feel certain will never allow the question 
to go hack for the consideration of the 
Council. It possesses full powers to deal 
with the question, and it will e'xercise 
them, and that speedily. . We would just 
addvi word of encouragement to the mem- 
bers of that Commitf.ee. It is natural that 
they should he-sitata at incurring any heavy 
expenses at the outset of the work, for 
plans and books of reference and ether 
prelinuuary work. But th"y must remem- 
ber that it is better fen times to pay a 
Iiamlsopip sum at first for nijns; which 
will he complete and perfect, and which will 
be above suspicion, than to get a set of 
plans for a mere trifle, which might pos- 
sibly be workalile for a while, but which 
before the work itself was completed, would 
require so many additions and alterations 
us would almost double the original- price 
of it. Mr Barr, with whom the Council, 
we understand, are in comnmnieation in 
the matter, is an Engineer whose character 
as a professional man and a genf-leman is 
■of the highest kind, and the Committee 
■cannot do better than close at once with 
him. We hope to see the survey, and all 
the necessary preliminaries, (ordering of 
plant, (tc,,) finished before the New Year, 
in readiness for the actual beginning of the 
long expected work. 

[Since writing the above, we have been 
glad to hear tliat the Committee have taken 
tlie step .advised. Mr Barr has been noti- 
fied by telegram that his terms have been 
agreed to, and he may shortly be expected 
to arrive in Cromwell]

PERJURr. 

Jamea Corse was charged, on tbe information 
■of Mar Gall, with haring, during the heanug 
of the case Mar Gall and Co, v. Cowan on Sep- 
tember 11, falsely, wickedly, maliotoualy, and 
corruptly committed wilful and corrupt perjury, 
I'here were eir different aesignmenU of perjury 
zneationed in tha informatiaD, to the following j 
'effect That you (James Corse] swore you 
'neTer charged more than 3s 6d for a bottle of 
medicine, nor more than 6d for a powder \ sold 
or made use of no blue pills or black draughts j 
made your own tinctures j used distilled water 
of your own manufacture ; did not charge for 
medicines when attending professionally the per- 
son supplied with them, and did not bcU medi- 
cines at all except to oblige travellers and pas- 
sers-by.” 

Mr W. Johnston appeared for accused, and 
entered a preliminary objection on the ground 
that there was no distinct averment of the perjury 
-charged, and that the use of tbe word “ falsely” 
was not auflicient in itself ; and objected to the 
information before the Court. The information 
was not explicit enough ; it was impossible for 
the accused to understand from it with any 
exactitude the charge he was called upon to an* 
Bwer. He quoted “ Archibald” on the point. 

Mr F. J. Wilson, solicitor for the prosecution, 
TepUed, and contended that an information need 
not bo dra^vn up with such legal preciseness as 
•an indiettneut. An indictment must set out dis- 
tinct averments of perjury, but an information 
'meed not. Johnaon’a “New Zealand Justice of 
the Peace” was the only text-book in New Zea- 
land, and the present information was in accor. 
dance with it. It must be remembered that this 
was only a preliminary enquiry. 

The Bench were of opinion that the informa- 
tion was aufhoient on which to proceed to an en- 
•quiry in the matter. 

All witnesses in the case were ordered out of 
'Court. Mr Finn, from Qneenstown, took his 
place as counsel for the defence with Mr John- 
ston. 

Mr Wilson then proceeded to state the case 
for the prosecution, coocluding by expressing 
sorrow and pain in being called upon to prosecute, 
upon 60 serious an offence, a gentleman so well 
known as Hr Corse, who held the position of 
Coroner and J.P. 

The Bench requested Mr Wilson to confine 
himself in the prosecution to one particular act 
•of perjury. For each separate assignment of 
perjury, a separate enquiry was necessary, 

Mr Wilson strongly combated this ruling, and 
asked, M'hile submitting, that a note-be taken of 
his dissent. He would confine himself to the 
act of perjury alleged to have been committed 
by the accused in swearing “that he had never 
•charged more than 3s 6d for a bottle of medi- 
cine since he had been in Cromwell.” He would 
first call 

W, Lasvrenco Simpson, who deposed to hear- 
ing the case on September lUh, and to swearing 
Pr Corse in the usu^ manuer, in his position as 
Eesident Magistrate, 

Max GaU : Was one of the plaintiffs who 
lately sued Mr Cowan for medicines supplied. 
The case was adjourned on a nonsuit point for 
■one week, and on the second hearing Dr Corse 
was one of the witnesses for the defence, I 
heard his evidence. He said that the prices 
'ch.arged in my account to Cowan were exorbi- 
tant. He said he had not charged since he had 
had been in Cromwell more than 3s 6d for a 
bottle of medicine, and that that price on any 
bottle of medicine would leave a fair profit. 

Cross-examined by Mr Johnston : Dr Corse 
held copies of the prescriptions in his hand from 
■which the medicines were made up. Looking at 
one of the prescrijitions, the price of which had 
been marked by Hotop, chemist at Clyde, at 
5s, Dr Corse said 5s was a fair price, arid he 
would charge the same. Tins prescription was 
for a bottle of medicine. It was after making 
the statement that he “ would charge the same 
price fora bottle of medicine, namely 5sj” that 
Dr Corse made tho statement that he “ had 
never charged more than 3s Gd for a bottle of 
medicine since he had been in Cromwell.' —Mr 
Johnston to witness : Do you think Dr Corse is 
young and foolish, or do yon think it probable 
that one moment he would say “ he would charge 
6s,” and in the next breath that “ he had never 
charged more than 3s 6d”?— The witness here 
got somewhat befogged ; being a foreigner be 
appeared unable to follow Mr Johnston in his 
somewhat lengthy and confusing questions, and 
explained that he conld hardlv understand what 
it was ho had to reply to. Mr Tohnston : Was 
your comprehension more lively on tbe lltli 
September than to-day T—Tt was very simple lo 
■understand Dr Corse's evidence that day. Are 
you liable to make mistakes in picking up tbe 
meaning of English sometimes?— Yes. I suppose 
BO. Were there not many items in the account 
disputed on that day, and many mattc-'rs talked 
nhout ?— Yes ; but do not think it possible that 
1 misunderstood Dr Corse’s evidence. The Doc- 
tor looked at the prices marked by Hotop on tbe 
prescriptions, and agreed towh.atevcrwas marked 
tijcre. With regard to the second item on my 
account to (^owan, for which 7s 6d was charged. 
Corse said he would charge .‘Is Gd for it. There 
were two items in the account charged at lOa 
each, and priced by Hotop ,at Gs. .and the Doctor 
said he wouM charge the same for tbcni. 

Be-examined by Mr Wilsmt : My charges were 
made as being those of a chemist and druggist. — 
Did Dr Corse say auytMng in liis evidence as to 
whether or not be was a. ch-must and druggist ? 

Mr Johnston objected to the question, as it 
did not arrise out of anvMiing he had elicited in 
cross-examination ; and it was disallowed. 

Tlic next w’itncss was 

Chajlca Colclough, who was in Court during 
hearing of case Max Gall and Co. v. Cowan. Dr 
Corse was a witness for the defence, and staged 
that the prices charged by Max GaU were gene- 
rally extravag.mt. He said also that be never 
charged more than 3s Gd for a bottle of medicine 
since lie had been iuCromwoll, and that he would 
never tliink of charging more than 6d for a pow- 
der, With regard lo an item pencilled by Hotop 
at 5.1, Dr Corse said that was a respectable charge ; 
ho did oot^ay bo would charge that price him-| 



self, but that it would leave a fair profit. lu 
ordu-examination, he said he never charged 
more than 3e €1 for a bottle of medicine in 
Cromwell ■ - 

OroM-examined by Mr Johnston : Very pro- 
bably Dr Corse made use of several expres- 
sioDB about the 5s item ; but the tenor of them 
WAS that it was a profitable charge. It was 
I afterwards that he mentioned about never charg- 
linqmore than 3s 6d for a bottle of medicine. 
Would not be surprised to bear that Max Gall 
had sworn directly contrary, if examined V Mr 
Johnston. When Dr Corse said he had never 
charged more than 3s Od for a bottle of medi- 
cine, I think he forgot his previous remark ; he 
cot excited, and it slipped from him by accident. 

I do not think for an instant that he intended to ! 
tell a wilful falsehood ; he was somewhat ex- 
cited, and there miyhave been a little jealousy. 
—Mr Johnston to witness: When Dr Corse 
said be had never charged more than 3} 6d, did 
he not refer tn a bottle of medicine such as that | 
in Max Gall’s account? — Witness: No; Dr 
Corse particularly mentioned “any bottle of 
medicine since he had been in Cromwell.” 

Ke-examined by Mr Wilson ; Dr Corse’s con- 
fusion was nothing very extraordinary ; it only 
appeared to arise from the novelty of the posi- 
tion. He was not badgered in the witness-box ; 
certainly not so much as I have been. 

E. A. Drury : Am newspaper correspondent 
living in Cromwell, and reported for the Dmi- 
stan Timea during the bearing of the case Max 
Gall V. Cowan. In Dr Corse’s evidence, he said 
he had been twenty years in practice as a phy- 
sician, and also, he bad never charged more than 
3s 6d for A bottle of ^mixture since he had been 
in Cromwell. 

' Cross-examined by Mr Johnston : Have been 
in the profession of the law for the last twelve 
years. Been a solicitor’s clerk in Dunedin, 
Auckland, Greymouth, aud Wanganui. Came 
from the Daily SotUhern Cross to Cromwell 
On the llth of September last, was in Mr 
Co'wan’s employment as a lawyer’s clerk. Cowan 
asked me to suppress a full report of the ense in 
question, and I did so. I gave a “three-stick” 
local about it, but not a report under the Court 
beading. T drafted the information in the pre- 
sent case ; Mr Cowan was away, and I saw no- 
thing discreditable in doing it. 1 got nothing 
for it. Dr Corse, in hia evidence during the 
case, did not particularise ; he said he had never 
charged more than 3s 6d for a bottle of medi- 
cine since he had been in Cromwell I believe 
he had previously said 4s fid or 5s was a fair 
charge fora certain bottle of medicine ; not that 
he would charge the same. The Doctor differed 
from Hotop in regard to 5s being a fair charge 
for a bottle for which Gall had charged 10s. 
If previous witnesses had said differently, they 
were incorrect in saying so. 

Gerald Tronson : Was in Court on September 
II. and heard Dr Corse’s evidence. He said he 
hail been t"wenty-two years in practice, and 
during the eleven yejirs in Cromwell he had 
never charged more than 3i fid for any* bottle of 
medicine. With regard tn tjie item marked at 
5a by Hetop, Dr Corse s.'iid that wonld be a rea- 
sonable charge, but he would charge 3s fid for 
it. There v/as nothing extraordinary or excited 
about the Doctor’s manner in the witness box. 

Mr Finn cross-examined this witness about 
his expectations of expenses aS a witness, but 
nothing of imnort.ance w.os elicited. . 

G. \V. Goodger; Dr Coree has attended ihy 
family for A considerable time. I received a 
bill (produced) from him for attendance and 
medicines. By the bill n >w in my hands. I see 
severd bottles of medicine charged at 7s fid ; 
none at 3s fid. 

Cross-examined by Mr Finn : Just look at 
that bill again, Mr Goodger, and say whether 
the ■words *Mwttle of medicine” are mentioned 
at all ? — No ; the words are “bottle of mix^’nre” 
and “bottle of drops.” Mr Finn : Will you 
swear those bottles were bottles of medicine at 
all ?— No ; they were bottles, anyhow. Mr Finn : 
Since yon have known Dr Corse, have you not 
believed him to be an honest and a straightfor- 
ward man? — Yes. Mr Finn: Yes, and every- 
one chc ; until he was set upon by these conspi- 
rators. 

By Mr Wilson : I did not pay for empty 
bottles ; they contained ingredients of some de^ 
scription. 

F. A. Collings : Dr Corse attended me six 
months ago. I received an account from him 
for attendance and medicines. On different 
dates, ill that account items of bo‘:tles of drops 
and mixtures are charged at 7s fid each. 

Cross-examined by lUr Finn : Would not like 
to swear the bottles contained merUcine, but 
will swear they were given to me for medicine. 
Might have contained water, hut did not teste 
like it. Ara not a qualified doctor, and do nit 
feel competent to explain the difference between 
medicine and tea. Have taken a deal of medi- 
cine in my time, and I know it was medicine in 
the bottles, it certainly was not poison ; was a 
mixture, and a nasty one. 

William 'Buchan : Am a carpenter. Know 
Dr Corse. The Doctor never attended me ; I 
attended the Doctor, to repair some boxes for 
him. I have been to bis shop for advice, and 
have been charged for medicines supplied. [It 
was here discovered that the account was ren- 
dered to this witness only two or three days ago, 
ao bis evidence was not further taken.] 

Mr Wilson : Putting in thetwo accounts from 
Dr Corse, this is the case for the prosecution. 

Mr Johnston must reepeetfully submit that 
the information must be diamissed. It was 
plainly laid down in “ Roscoe” that to Rubstan- 
tiate a charge of perjury, before Juslice.s of the 
Peace, imistlie formal proof of the com - 

tiuiuccment of the original proceedings in which 
the perjury w.as alleged to have been committed, 
by production of the summons or charge-sheet 
fas the ca«e might be). This step had not been 
taken in the present case, and he contended that 
it was a fatal error. 

The Bench : Independently of the tcohiucal 
objection raised by Mr -Tohnston, we are of opi- 
nion that the information must be dismissed on 
its rneriba ; and at the same time we mav men- 
tion that we consider Mr Johnston’s objection 
would have been fatal to any further procedure 
in the present case. 

Dismissed accordingly.

The Star of the East will clean up to-mor- 
row or Thursday. For the lost week the, 
reef has been thin, which necessitated puttin j 
on extra hands to keep the mill going. The 
reef has now widened out, and consequently 
there has been again a reduction in tho num- 
ber of men. We have seen the returns of 
the last cake of gold that went from the Star. 
The entii-e loss in smelting was '05 per cent. 
This shows it to have been nearly pure, and 
we believe it is the best returns from any 
cake sent to Dunedin. 

The Heart of Oak held a Directors’ meeting 
on Saturday, to receive tenders for driving 
the big tunnel. The tender of Ah You, of 
Shepherd’s Creek, was accepted at 25s. per 
foot. Work is ^ be commenced immedi- 
ately. 

Messrs Williams and Edwards have been 
greatly delayed in the erection of their ma- 
chine. Owing to the quantity of snow lying 
on the hill, tliey have been prevented from 
carting material up. The Secretary of the 
Bannockburn Aliners’ Association has re- 
ceived a communication from tho Govern- 
ment tliat a sum of money has been granted, 
on the recommendation of the District Engi- 
neer, for forming the road from Carrickton eo 
the top of the hill, but the severe weather 
has prevented anything being done to this as 
yet. VVhen done, it will be a great boon to 
claims on the top of the Garrick Range, as at 
present a slight shower stops all carriage 
there, and even at any time cai'tago is very ex- 
pensive. 

The Elizabeth Company has been prosecu- 
enting the driving of the tunnel with vigour. 
The manager reports 193 feet completed, and 
it is now remarkably easy driving, necessita- 
ting the use of timber. The company will 
complete a small crushing by thLs day week, 
when work in the mine will probably be sus- 
pended until tho tunnel shall have reached 
the reef.

BENDIGO. 

The Lucknow Company report having had 
a small reef for some time, which gradually 
increases in width as the drive nears the long- 
looked-for ground.

It will largely increase the value of 
tlie company's property, and will give in- 
creased facilities to tlie miners, who will not 
necessarily be compelled to work at night as 
heretofore, as the storage capabilities will 
enable the water to be collected during the 
night and utilised during ordinary working 
hours. 



CARDRONA. 



(rROlI OTJR OWN CORRESPOtrUENT,) 

October 12, 1874. 

Since I wrote last, nothing of any interest 
beyond the daily “humdrums” has occurred. 
The winter, which has been an unusually 
severe one, put astopt.i mining on the upper 
part of the creek, and also to sluicing opera- 
tions at Branch Creek, causing a consider- 
able dullness and depression in all kinds of 
business. 

The deep claims below the township have 
been steady at work during the winter. The 
Enterprise, Banner of War, and Empire are 
working a shallow run, which is giving very 
fair returns. The Band of Hoiie, when I 
last wrote, was driving to strike the hill reef, 
which necessitated the sinking of a shaft 130 
feet deep, in order to get rid of foul air, In 
sinking tlie shaft, a heavy body of water was 
struck at a depth of 115 feet, but by sticking 
tn it manfully night and day, in perishing 
cold weather, they succeeded in bottoming. 
They crossed the gutter without getting any 
prospect, and got the hill reef last week, anil 
“nut a colour.” It’s hard luck, indeed, after 
three years of slavish ami disagreeable work, 
attended with great expense and anxiety, 
only to be disappointed and have all their 
hopes blighted iu the end. It has put a 
considerable “ damper” upon the future 
prospects of the Cardrona deep lead. The 
claim, however, is no means a “duffer,” as 
they have a large extent of country that will 
pay handsomely for years to come, and which 
it is the intention of the company to set in to 
turthwith. 

Mr C. Austin .and party have been bring- 
ing a tail-race np to their prospecting claim 
below Boundary Creek. They are sinking a 
paddock. Should they succeed in getting 
payable gold, it will be the means of country 
^ being tried in that direction.

CABLE TELEGRAMS, 

London, October 1.

October 2. 

A barge, laden with gunpowder, exploded 
on the Regent’s Canal. Several lives were 
lost, and several hundred houses injured. 

October 3. 

The explosion, which took place at 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning, is unprecedented. The 
barge had five tons of gunpowder on board, 
and when the explosion occurred blew up a 
bridge, aud caused a great panic. Houses in 
close proximity were completely wrecked, and 
the explosion was heard ton miles off. Tho 
loss of life was confined to three bargemen, 
but the destniction to property is immense, 
including the house of Alma Tadema. The 
buildings in the Zoological Gardens narrowly 
escaped injury.

A Frightful Swing Adventure. 

American papers received by last niail 
contain an account of a remarkable swing 
accident that happened to a lively and joy- 
ous part}' of ladies ami gentlemen who 
started on' a day’s excursion to the summit 
a romantic mountain. The party consisted 
of six ladies and five gentlemen. They 
reached the summit of the mountain, and 
commenesd arranging for tho day.'

The young lady;is be- 
tween eighteen and nineteen years old, a 
pretty brunette, with' dark eyes, and w;as 
dressed in a light gray linen .suit. She sat 
on the'fipat-board of the swing and grasped 
the rope tightly and bade them go 'ahead.

It was fully twenty feet from the 
ground to the firet Ticib above, and the 
trunk of the tree was about three feet in 
diameter. .The swing was hurriedly taken 
down, and in an instant one end of the 
rope was thrown over the limbs of the 
other tree and secured below. , By this 
means two gentlemen of the party hur- 
riedly went up the rope, -and .in a ,,few 
minutes were at, the side of the iinfortii- 
nate girl. . ,She was just returning to con- 
sciousness, and the fored of her fall had so 
securely wedged her between- the tiamk 
and the limbs as to require no little effort 
to extricate her. Miss Johnson at once 
realised her fearful situation. She was 
pale and -weak, but still had the- good 
sense to do as the gentlemen desired. Tiie 
rope was pulled. up, a slipnot was made, 
a'hd then passed around her body under 
her arms, the other end passed around the 
limb, and in this manner she was lowered 
to the ground -in safety. With the aid of 
the waggon-cushions and several shawls a 
couch was arranged upon which the young 
lady was jdaced, and soon regained her 
strength and composure.

A few days ago a party of' 
tiieso Hoodlums sought entrance to Alont- 
gomery Queen’s circus without paynientof 
the ciiatomai-y tyiljnte.' ;Being refused ad- 
mittance, they deliberately 'stoned fn de»lli 
ia young man named Ramsay, one of the 
circus empioyfis. Their crimes have b aen 
of late so many and so violent that the 
police have been unable to control the 
evil, and certain portions of the city are 
almost entirely in their hands. Jinrder, 
robbery with violence, and filthy abuse are 
their favourite pastimes. 'This state .of 
affairs has become such a serious evil that 
thinking men fear a dark future for San 
Francisco if some immediate action is not 
tpken for its suppression. Tlie whipping 
posts and tho stocks would probably re- 
duce the evil. Siin Quenten (the gaol) is 
full of criminals, and yet there is no ajjpre 
ciaWe difference in the amount of crime. 
Of course , the presence of some 25,000 
Chinamen in this city, and the action of 
the 'Trades’ Unions in preventing the aji- 
prenticesliip of boys, excejit to ii very 
limited extent, has much to do with the 
evil. Whatever miihufactbries there may 
be, two third.s of -the employes are Cliina- 
men, except in the foundries. As .lohn 
CItinamah is content to work for about 
one-Kalf the wages necessary to sustain a 
wiiite man, they get the preference, and 
the feeling against thorn is not confined to 
the Hoodiunis.. Tlie Chinese question is 
one that sooner or later will give rise to a 
vast deal of trouble in this city and State. 
The number of celestials in California is 
over 60,000, and “still they come." The 
Mongolian" element is by no means a de- 
sirable one. . To the iiisnrancG companies 
they are a constant sonrre of dread. Their 
carelessness has ' already cost them dear. 
Their habits are such sis to render disc.sse 
of a peculiar Kind a permanent disense. in 
tills city, and now that they are importing 
a cbnsidenihlo number of women and go- 
ing into -the husinoss of raising young 
Chinamen on the spot, of course their hnm- 
hers will inemise rapidly. Eveiy ti-ado is 
in • their hands ; they are shoemnkei-s, 
cabinetmakers, tailors, cigar makers — in 
fact, everything. All the laundines mul 
most of the vegetable gardens are worked 
by them. Many of the wealthier Mongols 
are merchants, and import most of the 
articles consumed -by the C'hine.sp. T'here 
are several joss-houses, and three orfouy 
Chinese theatres, in wliat is called the 
Chinese qmirfer.s. Almost every visitor 
to 'Frisco visits that locality. The perfor- 
mances at the theatre are continued. A 
play is jiiit on the stage about the 1st of 
January, and the host act is eompleted 
about the following Decern I'cr.

No. 5. Alligators. — Infest some of the 
rivers. Once get into their gtip and it is 
e.xtremely unlikely that you will ever get 
out of it. They are nice pets, but require 
to be bottled iu spiiits of wine for .safety. 

No. 6. Bats,— Are of several descrip- 
t-iens, and are very partial to flour, tea, Jic. 
They are not })artiouiar, and will just as 
soon cliKwyoiir hair,if sleejiing outat night, 
as tlipy will flour or tea. 

No. 7. Scorpions. — 'fhese are jirettv 
little creature.s, of a light grey colour. 
Their bite i,s not quite sure to kill, but goes 
so near it that I would not advise any one 
to get bitten if they can possibly avoid it. 

No. 8. Cockroaches — These in some in- 
stance are an inch and a half long, and are 
delightful fellow;reaident,s in a house. 

No. 9. Ants— Keep generally at a res- 
peclfiil distance, and bnihl good houses for 
themselves, but jai'h in too large numbers 
to be plea.sant if.yonget among them. 

No. 1(\ Nigger, s. — Delightful cre.atures. 
Are not at all jiartirnlarus to whether pro- 
perty i.s their own or net, and if they ran 
put a speir quietly into you at night will 
do so'; hut of cour.sp, tho poor creatures 
know no better ! They also smell, and tlie 
odour iloes not. resemble eau de-cologne, 
B' sides those enumerated shove there are 
lots of minor ones, ter instance, flics, 
rrictets, grubs, Ac., ivi>ie'i all tend to make 
life in these sylvan daserts a perfect oara- 
diso.
